The October nuiubHr of the Ah- 
soctaiion Review i» of umi8ual in- 
tero«t, HH it colli ains the ref»orl of 
the proceed i II j^H of tii<» Eighth 
Summer mettiriK of the AmericHii 
ABBOcialion to Promote the TeHchrnK 
of Speech to tlie Deaf. Tlie pnpeiH 
read aUhe meeting are given in full 
Htifi there i8 a verbatim rej»ort of 
the discuHNioiiH with wliich \\w roatl 
inf( of pH[)er« was interwpersed. To 
thecastial reader prolialdy the moHt 
striking thing in the account of tiie 
meeting ih tlie uiiuHually t'lank and 
pointed add rewf' of Mr. TillinjLjhaMi, 
Superintendent of the Oregon 
School. We quote : 

'*Ir haH alwayn neeined to me tliat 
there is something radically wrong 
with oralism which cannot turn cuit 
deaf graduatcH who appreciate tl»e 
value of the metliodH hy wliich tlii^j' 
were inatructed. If it cann(»t 
develope their minds Hufflciently to 
make them cnpable of Judging what 
ia good fortheni and what in not. it 
is surely very, very imperfect oral- 
'Hm;or If the progre.sH of oral teHcii- 
ing is such a procruwtean one that 
it leaves the vast mHJority of its 
subjects embittered, mote or less 
dissatisfied, nuappreciative, disloyal 
— If we may use the tmn in thii^ 
connection — to the method by 
which they wi^re eiluc*fed; 
indifferent, if not hostile, to \\h 
progress in the education of thidi 
fellow deaf, so that we find congress- 
e« of the deaf in Germa ly — the 
home of pure oralinm — in B^rance, 
where manualism has no standing 
with the educational antiiorilies; 
iD Sfjotland, in America, in Ireland, 
in Austialia* aluio<)t nvery SiHt»> 
Association of the Union, the Na- 
tional Association of tlie Deaf, and 
practically all organizations of deaf 
people great and small — I say, if 
we find all of those associations and 
congresses from one side (»f the 
world to the other hanimeriim 
against tiie pure oral method, it 
seems to me that an ad<»quate c»x- 
planation should be forthcoming j 
from its friends," | 

Wht«ther any duly accredited 
**friend of Ihf- oral method*' will 
respond to Mr. TillinghastV impas- 
sioned demantl remains to be seen; 
hut to an unprejiHlice<l spe(»tal(»r it 
would appear that an explanation 
from the deaf themselves why tliey 
so obstinately refuse to see *'what iw 
good for them, and what is not," 
would be a groatdeal more intiM'ost- 
inif and pertinent. 

No one will dispute that Mr. 
Tillin«:hast*s picture is substaniially 
correct. We are constantly assureo 
In various ways that the ileaf as a 
class are opposed to pure oralisin. 
It IS po.«*sible that Mi\ Tillingfiast 
attaoliHS too much weight to the 
resolutions against oralism which 
from time to lime have been adopted 
by various conventions an<l con 
gresses of the deaf. Resolutions 
passed at thesegHtheringsl)ear about 
the same relation to the real nvuti 
ments of the deaf as do party plat 
fotmsto the beliefs of Individual 
members of poiiti(»al partii'S. They 
are largely for effect. We do not 
believe that a convent Ion or congress 
which represented the real senti- 
ments of the deaf of tire nation, or 
even of a single State, has ever been 
held. But if we disipgard tin* n» 
solutions adopted from time to time 
at gatherings of the deaf ; it never- 
theless remains true that the detif 
are, as a whole, hostile to the oral 
method. Why is that? A Ciun- 
plete and sallsfHCtory ex|ilanation of 
the phenomenon maybe impossible, 
but it i« not diiHcult to suggest a few 
plausible reasons. 

The deaf are divided into two 
classes, those who have been orally 
taught au<) those taught by the 
combined system. Tfie latter clasw 
is supposed to be o[»posed t(» the 
oral method as a matter of course, 
and it would not l»e surprining if 
such were really the case, consider- 
ing that its members know pracli- 
cally nothing about the pure oral 
methofl. But where questions of 
personal Interest are not involved, 
their prejudice can best be describ- 
ed as ••Inherited"— a question of 
habit rather than of (ieflnite con 
victlon. While a deaf teacher of 
the deaf may have very pronounced 
opinions on the subj#^cl, th<» ordi- 
nary non-profHssional di»af man is 
neutral if not pcmirively in«lifferent. 
•Whatever may have been his pre- 
yfous opinions, when a deaf man 



finds himself, by one of those rare 
accidents of fortune, the parent of 
a deaf child, he in always very eager 
to have it reecMvc* the Uvh\ of oral 
teach in ir. What jn'onses and crys- 
talizes the o[>posi(ii>n of the deaf 
to oralism is the suptM'cilious at- 
titude of nearly all oral teachers and 
of some oral u»rad nates towards tlH»se 
who use the sign language. 

There may l>e honest dout)t as to 
the value of the sign Inagnage in 
the school for the de^f Imt ther-^^ is 
al)S(jlutely no question about its 
eohveoience to the a<Uilt deaf and 
the real [>leasur(^ they fliid in its use 
To tludr minds, it is nobody's i)n!si- 
ness hnr their own hovv they choose 
to talk anioni; t lieinselves, and lobe 
looked down up(»n «nd avt)tded as 
social lepers be(»atise iheycan and 
do use signs, is m(»re than they (»an 
bear with equanimity. If the sign- 
niaking deaf <lo not hate the [)ure 
oral method itself, they at least do 
hate certain advocal»'s of that 
method with a healthy, whole-souled 
hatretl tliat is r*^li'eshing in these 
days of uainhy-pamhy sentimen- 



tality. Per contra, ueiMed look no 
further than the president of the 
Association to Promote* the Teach 
ing of 8|H'ecl) U)v an instance of a 
man who, althcm^di an ainlenr oral- 
is!, has l)een aide to nMaiti f(»r half 
a century the alTeetion and respect 
of t|(» <hMl'. 1'here is iro factitious 
op()(»sition to or.'tlisin in I^.'unsyl 
vania. 

But, asi\h'. TilliniiiiH.-i .-.i\^, ,veri 
thegraduat(vs of the pure oral meth- 
od do not hesitate to oppose arni con- 
demn tliat m«»thod. It would l»e 
more correct to say that some of 
them do~a very large nnmlKM*, in- 
deed, but not all. Ami there must 
Iu> H eertnitt sot h 11 »tnt hHp[iy propor- 
tion with wh(»m these methods «<» 
conifdettdy succeed that they are 
tiericeforth wholly lost to the world 
of ilied<>af, even if they are nol com- 
ph»t(dy <'nfrari(dds(»d in the world of 
tlie hearing It is a [tity tliat we do 
not know what these think. 

How cari we explain this attitude 
of the orally tauulH deaf? Prohaldy 
there are mjMiy subtle elements in 
the question, bnt We venture to be- 
lieve that one potent reason can f>e 
cited which is not without its pi 
ihetic aspt'ct. 

No method of education can do 
away with the fact of deafness. 
Edu<!ation may reduc^^ its incon- 
venience, but cannot alter the 
terriide fact. Familiarity l>reeds 
contempt, and we doubt that very 
many teachers of the deaf realiz** 
what a physical, intellectual and 
spiritual catastrophe deafness is. 
Its lernus an* exactly in proportion 
to the intelleetual ca[)acity of the 
victim We have always felt that 
the <nalist takes too clieerful a view 
of deafness — tliat hc» forgets that, 
even at the t)f»st, he is dealing with 
terril>ly afflicted children The 
aim is avowedly to make the deaf 
child as mutdi like his hearing 
lirother as possible, to make hirn 
capable of livinir the sanu* life, of 
cherishinu the* same aspirations ami 
of attainiiii! tin* same successes 
Ar»d then lie is turned out into tlie 
world to find that he is nothing 
more or less than a deaf person. 
His oral training eivcs fiim advan 
taii(4H over the manually edncated 
deaf man in associating witli thi» 
hearing, bnt hisN|)(»ech and lip-read 
ing only half iiridgc^ the gap And 
it is just t»eeause all his efforts are 
bent towai'dsci'ossing this gap that 
he realizes the absolute*. entir»> and 
hojieless failure of his ediu»ati(ni as 
far as this om^ all-important end is 
C(»ncerned. It fails to do thi» one 
thing it ought lo do. 

Tlie situation is like that of the 
young girl with negro blood in her 
veins wdio educates herself for a 
(•areer and finds that in America at 
hmst no amount of intelligence and 
culture can oviucome the one blaek 
faclof tainted olood. Joel Chand- 
ler Harris has painted the picture 
over and over again in 0(dors that 
makes the heart aclie, HVt\ just such 
a tragedy in vai-ying deirrees is tak- 
ing place every day in the lives of 
deaf peoi>le around iis. No one is 
mor<» sHtii*ned with his education 
than the man who has no hopes, 
no aH()irations, no desires /or as- 
sociation or equahty with the henr- 
Ing; no one is more dtHa|>pointed 
than h(» who finds that he is almost 
emanci|»aled, but not quite. 

It is m»t surprising, then, if the 
oral gi'Mdnale blames the method 
for that tor which it was not respon- 
sible and which it could not prevent. 



He argues, •• Here I am just as deaf, 
just as helpless, as the sign-nmlnntr 
deal peoph^ whom I was taught to 
<lespise. There is really no liiffer- 
ence between us in the eyes of tlie 
world. What was the use of those 
painful years wasted on sjieech and 
speech reading? If they had only 
devoted tile time, as a combined 
school would have done, to leaching 
m<^ scnno thing useful inst<»ad, how 
much bettcM' off I would be! The 
com (lined system is beKt.*^* 

Of course, the fallacy is obvious. 
A pole which will not i each the stars 
will nevertheless make an excellent 
walking stick. Bui really, oni 
friend is in no mood to analyze 
sylharisms, and there are not want- 
ing those who will encourage hint 
in his poor lojjic 

If our oral friends were a Utile 
more modest in their claims, if they 
uave their pupils a juster idea of 
what is before them, if they prepar- 
ed for a life of deafness men and 
women whom God in His infinite 
wisdom and mercy has seen fit to 
mnke deaf, we should find fewer 
instances of oral gra'lu^^te8 rejecting 
and treadinir under foot that pearl 
of peai Is, articulate human sp»'ech. 
The a VMM ire deaf man lias only 
an academic inl<M-est in tlie quest ion 
of methods of instrutMion. His 
educHtifui, whether for gcH)d (»r ill, 
is e(jm|)!et(H|, and nothinir u*)W can 
chiii^e the result. He realizes ihe 
value (»f speich as a i>raclical con- 
venienee, tort he realizes just as 
keenly that no anuuint <»f speech 
and siieech reading' vhu make him n 
heariitg man. He must W(»rk <uit 
his own social salvation ahmg cer- 
tain lines, and the experience of a 
century showa hiin pretty definitely 
whHt these lin^8 must be. The co- 
operation of his fellow deaf men is 
Important if not indispens.ible, and 
the oral method delitierately aims 
to render this co operation as diffi- 
cult as ptmsible. This is his first 
indictment of the oral method. 

Again the (nal method takes deaf 
childi*en in ignorant and uiu'csisting 
chidliood and trains them for an 
artificial motie of life for which not 
one in a hundred is fitted by na- 
ture. This is a second gr-ound of 
com[)laint. 

It is not surprising, ihtMefore, that 
from time to time tlie dissatisfaction 
of the deaf shtMild be shown l>y more 
or less va^Mie abuse of oral teaching. 
The fault, however, is nol with the 
mettiod, but with the theories ot 
simie of its teachers. Kducation is 
almost the only field of hnmaii acti- 
vity in which the workman is permit- 
ted to wliittleaway at his own sweet 
wilt ami then to blame the hole 
because the peg does not fit. 

The deaf as a whole are neither 
very wise mn* vei\v simple. They 
lire tired of all these warring me- 
thods which I'eally make so little 
difference in the all-absort>intr 
prtddem of earning bread and butter 
and very tired of condesceusi«m, 
tiictation and exploitation. It is 
not to he wondered at that they 
consider the questuni of what *Ms 
4r*Mid bu* them, and whaf is not," 
fi'om a pers(»nnl utiliiarlan stand- 
point. Of late, schools for the deaf 
s<M*m to have realizetl that it is wise 
to consult the exiierience of their 
irra luates m arr-aiiging their indus- 
trial eonrses — in oi her words, to 
tea<di smdi Iratles as the deaf can 
and do successfully foll(»w, and we 
are hopeful that Mr. Tillinghast's 
couiageons words, which seem to 
have lailtMl to evoke the storm of 
tlisseni and [)rotest which mitrhl 
have luven expected fi'<Hn the time 
and place, are the fir*st indications 
of new attitude towards the a<luU 
deaf on the par: of educators— an 
earnest, in fact, that hereafter tFiere 
will he a lillh* less of the uncom- 
promising devt»tlon to the abstract 
puriiy of oralism, and a more prac- 
tical tiesire to adapt the education 
ot deaf children *.o the actual facts 
and coudilions of life.

THE PRESIDENCY OF THE N. A. D. 
IN l©IO, THE FEDERATION. 

This summer my good friend, Ar- 
thur L. Roberts, in the Stieni Stu- 
cess^ referred to me as good presi- 
deutial timber to succeed the pre- 
sent bead of the NatiouaL Associa- 
tion of the Deaf. Other well- mean- 
ing aud influential friends took up 
the suggestion and have asked for 
the word to pa.ss my candidacy 
along. It looked to me like a good 
joke, but other letters received since 
make it imperative to declare my 
jKxsition in the matter. As early 
as April last, when the Puget Sound 
Association had under consideration 
an endorsement of Mr. Hanson's can- 
didacy this gentleman referred to me 
I as a ix)ssible rival for honor. I de- 
clared then, as I do now, that I am 
in no sense a candidate for office, 
aud there I voluntarily pledged my 
support to Mr. Hanson for presi 
dent, first,, last and all the time. 
Whatever there may be held against 
me, I never have gone back on a 
word once given, cost me what it 
may. Such kind friends as Mr. 
Roberts and others who weigh only 
the good in a man, are rare jewels to 
possess, and while I can only thank 
them. 1 shall ask them to support 
the better man for the office. Mr. 
Hanson has all the qualifications 
needed for the successful chief 
executive. Diplomatic, gifted, cau- 
tious and without any known ene- 
mies, he is well able to carry out 
the policies of the present adminis- 
tration. 

The federation will be the para- 
mount issue of the next convention, 
and there is need of a man who can 
unite and cement all factions, and, I 
believe, such a man will be found in 
Mr. Hanson. There are some de- 
tails in the federation plan in which 
he differs from others, including my- 
self, but they are not essential and I 
am sure both sides will he amenable 
to reason and will make any reason- 
able concessions, without having to 
resort to the vulgar tactics as some 
have harassed almost every adminis- 
tration with during the past sixteen 
years. IrCt everyone take counsel 
from the following speech of Presi- 
dent Taft: 

'* We ought to avoid this acrimon- 
ious discussion that consigtis every- 
body who is opposed to our view to 
perdition, and to having the most 
corrupt motives, and ascribes to 
those who stand with us only the 
purest motives. l,ife is too valuable 
to waste in anger and hatred and 
the charging and denunciation of 
our fellowmen when they don't de- 
.serve it. 

**The truth is. my friends, this 
matter of hatred and resentment 
which accompanies the attribution 
of a bad motive to those who differ 
from you is a waste of nervous 
strength, of time, of worry, without 
accomplishing one single good thing. 
**Idon*tknow how it has been 
with you, but it has happened time 
and time again with me that some 
man has done something that I did 
not like, and that I have said in my 
heart: * Times will change, and I will 
get even with that gentleman.* I 
don*t profess to be free from those 
feelings at all. But it has fre- 
quently happened. I may say. gen- 
erally, that time did come when I 
could get even with that man. and 
when that time came it seemed to me 
that it would show me no man at all 
if I took advantage. And so. my 
friends, what I am urging is less 
acrimony in public discussion— more 
charity with respect to each other as 
to what moves each man to do what 
he does, aud not to charge dishonesty 
and corruption until you have a real 
reason for doing so. 1 am the last 
mau to pardon or to mitigate wrongs 
against the public or against indi- 
viduals.** , 

1 never voted for President Vcditz 
in the past. I atn sorry I did not 
know him better then. He can. if 
he says the word, be his own suc- 
cessor. No clique would he power- 
ful enough to stem the tide of ap- 
proval in his favor. But he has re- 
peatedly declared that he positively 
will not accept a third term. In 
his devotion to the interests of the 
As rmitted his private 

biv s and now it be- 

comes necessary to devote his entire 
energies to building it up again. 
President Veditz during all the years 
of his administration has made the 
National Association the most ag- 
gressive, as well as progressive, in 
existence. His record of achieve- 



ments stands out by itself, and Mr. 
Hanson, if elected, as I believe he 
will be, will have to work harder 
even with the united support of the 
federation, an advantage his prede- 
cessor did not have, to eclipse this 
record. The Civil Service victory 
has been published in every metro- 
ix>litan and many country papers, 
an advertisement that ordinarily 
would have cost hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars, and has been the 
means of calling attention to the 
progress the deaf have made as a 
class. It remains for the deaf press 
to advertise the fact extensively 
and induce our progressive young 
men and women to take advantage 
of the open doors. While perhaps 
not highly remunerative, they are 
more or less life positions, and as 
such are the best family insurance 
against hard times and depressions. 
They are a step upward above 
manual labor, and if this upward 
lift is continued, it is not only pos- 
sible, but probable, higher bars will 
be let down. Our school suj>erinten- 
dents could render efficient aid in 
preparing the older students for 
these positions. In case of failure 
to pass the Civil Service examination, 
they still have their trade training 
to fall back upon to earn their bread 
and butter. 

The most absorbing topic under 
discussion for the past two years 
has been the federation problem. 
Much has been said in favor and 
much against it, and the most recent 
controversialists, instead of going 
forward, advocate a backward step 
by proposing to open membership 
to anylx)dy and everybody— I mean 
to individuals only. What difference 
this offers from the present cum 
bersome organization, except in 
name, I have yet to learn. Others, 
like Mr. Hanson, advocate a half- 
way measure, opening the federation 
to individuals, State aud local or- 
ganizations alike— ' 'for revenue 
purposesonly'*— so they declare. To 
them it is the only plan that can keep 
the mare going. State and local or- 
ganization could not alone support 
the federation, so individuals are 
permitted to chip in. They also say 
they have not the time nor the money 
to waste on State conventions less 
than a hundred miles away, but be- 
lieve that, forthes^eof a few days' 
enjoyment, they would be able to 
make a trip of a thousand" miles or two 
to attend the national conclave. Their 
plan, in my opinion, would lessen, 
almost destroy, the influence of the 
State association, and its object re- 
duced to the level of an alumni as- 
sociation. Instead of simplifying the 
situation, it adds to its complexity 
I see nothing alluring in this plan 
for either individuals or for a.ssocia- 
tions. Being a member of the com- 
mittee that is formulating a plan, it 
might be considered undiplomatic of 
me to publicly discuss the issue in 
advance of the publication of the re 
port. But what I am abottt to say 
has neither this nor that to do with 
the report. The fundamental prin- 
ciple is to seek out a plan of govern- 
ment for the people, by the people 
and of the |>eople. And. to my mind, 
nothing strikes me more forcibly 
than a federation of State associa- 
tions. There are formidable obstacles 
that could be surmounted in time, 
and chief among them is the finan- 
cial rock. So few State associations 
would come in during the first few 
years of the federation that perhaps 
there wouldn't be money enough in 
the treasury to buy a postage stamp. 
To overcome this the new constitu- 
tion and new order of things need 
not go into effect until the required 
number of state associations have 
agreed to enter into the compact. 
This may mean years and a cam- 
paign of education, bnt during all 
these years the old order of things 
and the present organization could 
go right on as if nothing had hap- 
pened. This would mean that the 
present individual assessment plan 
would have to be c<tn tinned for the 
time being. 

In some States ihviv nas ueen a 
hue and cry raised against State party 
bosses who run these State Associa- 
tions under a "rule or ruin*' policy. 
Under the circumstances the better 
element decline to join these associa- 
tions. This is a matter with which 
the National Federation could not 
concern itself, except to provide for 
an honest ballot and a t U and 

the right of ap{>eal to tl- Uion. 

If the better element exhibited less 
apathy and greater interest and join- 



ed in large numbers, the abuses in 
their State Association could hardly 
exist. 

The ideal federation should be com- 
posed wholly of State associations 
that shall be assessed so much per 
capita on their actual membership, 
and regardless of what their own in- 
come revenues may be. The num- 
ber of delegates should be ap- 
portioned according to their nu- 
merical strength. By that I mean 
one delegate for each certain number 
of members. All other details are 
jninor issues and should be easily 
settled at a conference of the body 
politic. The State association, like 
the mother body, shall be an af- 
filiation of all local or other bodies 
within the State. For example, the 
Gallaudet Assembly of San Francisco 
Club Amapola of Los Angeles, and 
the State Alumni Association, would 
become part and parcel of the Califor- 
nia Association. The IllinoisAssocia- 
tion would have the powerful Pas-a- 
Pas Club and a half dozen other Chi- 
cago clubs, including the Epworth 
League, the Catholic.Society , the Col- 
lege and State Institution Chapters 
of Chicago, dozens of similar associa- 
tions scattered over the State, and 
the State Alumui Association. 

The whole delegate business is not 
correctly understood. Everybody im- 
agines the people are to foot the 
traveling bills. As a matter of fact 
the delegates will continue, as in- 
dividuals do now, to pay their own 
expeM>es. Lncal aHsociationn which 
are affiliated with State associations 
could, if the plan is deemed feasible, 
eiect and send their own delegation 
directly and accredit them to the 
State association . The State associa- 
tion could be directly represented by 
two or more dell^gates-at-large. This 
plan is largely in favor with many 
existing federations among the hear- 
ing. To make it a little clenrer. the 
Gallaudet A.ssembly and Club Ama- 
pola woulii elect their own delegates, 
while the California Association 
would be represented by two dele- 
gates-at-large. This in brief is *'the 
Regensbnrg plan,*' in distinction 
from others, but, as I have said be- 
fore, all this is of minor importance 
and easily settled at a conference 
without screaming Irom the house- 
top. 

It has been a long time since I 
have engaged in a public controversy, 
but I hope I have made myself clear 
and that I will be excused for any 
shortcomings. I beg the reader's 
kind indulgence.

Martin BothwoU, said to ho \\\k- 
oldi»8t deaf-mute in Jefferaon 
county, di«d Sunday niirht at hi^ 
home, 1133 State Street, after h 
week'8 illness, aced 81 years, 6 
months and 15 days. Mr. Bothwell 
had been in failing health for th» 
pa8t three or four years, hut hi?* 
condition did not heconi<:^ seriout* 
until a week ago. 

Mr. BotliWell was l»orn iir Gran- 
viUe, WaHhiiigtou County. As a 
hoy, with hiN parents, he moved to 
DepHUVille, this county, ami at the 
a^e of 12 years entered a liichool lor 
deaf-rnutt*8 in New York City, re- 
maining there for It years. He 
then cnme to Watertown, where, 
in 1854, he wh» united iir mnrri«gt» 
to Miranda Chapin, a deaf-mute, 
whose home had been in or n<*Hi 
rylerville. SuUneqrjenily rhey took 
u|) their r-eaidence at Atlams Centre, 
livinir in that vilUae for 23 yean*. 
They the returned to Waterlowo 
Mrja. Bothwell died nine yearn a>:o. 

Early in life .Mr. Both well I^Hrn 
ed the cobbler's tradt* and engaged 
in the making of boots and ahoen 
during the great^^r part of his life. 
He was a member of the Adams 
Baptist church. 

He is survived by one dauiihter 
Mrs. Ida Vendewalker of this city, 
and three brothers, L. R. Botiiwell, 
of Orion, III , David BothwwII, of 
Hannibal, Osweno county, and 
Jeremiah Bothwell of Oawogo.

Similarly, in 1895, the first prize in 
competition for a Bismarck monu- 
ment went to Fritz Schneider, a 
deaf-mute. 

Let us turn back to the careers 
of two of the silent artists of Ameri- 
ca. Albert Newsam was born deaf 
and dumb in 1809. He showed tal- 
ent at an early age, and a desire to 
develop it. So he was allowed to 
attend the classes of the Pennsyl- 
vania Academy, • after which he 
turned to lithography — in which 
work he continued all his life. 
Gifted with a strong sense of 
portraiture, his commissions for 
this species of work were numerous 
and important. Contemjx>rary opin- 
ion pronounced him the equal of 
the best lithographers of France 
and England, and a complete set of 
his portraits of public men wa^ 
acquired by the Le^iislaturc of 
Pennsylvania for the Capital of 
Harrisburg. The one of Chief- 
Justice Marshall was considered the 
best likeness of that eminent jurist. 
A permanent memorial of the artist 
exists in the Gallaudet Monument 
at Hartford, of which Newsam was 
the designer. He died in 1864. 

John Carlin was also a contributor 
to the Gallaudet Monument, one of 
the panels being by him. Born in 
1813, he was, like Newsam, a Penn- 
sylvanian. His professional studies 
were under Delaroche, and he spent 
ten years in the French capital. 
Returning to America in 1841, he 
opened a studio and was for many 
years a favorite with the public — his 
miniatures reaching the astonishing 
ntimber of three thousand. Carlin's 
painting was of its time what the 
critic of to-day calls **oid school/' 
but it furnishes another proof that the 
deaf-mute need not bring his dis 
abilities into question when compared 
with other artists. Mr. Carlin died 
in 1 891, at the age of seventy-eight 
The case of Cadwallader L- Wash- 
bum is again that of a deaf-mute who 
has gone far beyond the limits which 
circumstances had apparently set for 
him. Mr, Washburn, a son of the 
famous miller who represented 
Minnesota in the United States Sen- 
ate, was born in 1866 and graduated 
from Gallaudet College in 1890. It 
is probable that few of those who 
will recogni?ie his name on this page 
thought at the time when they saw 
it signed to a series of fitie illustra- 
tions of the Russo-Japanese war, that 
the man who was thus intrepidly 
following the armies could neither 
hear nor speak. Mr. Washburn has 
exhibited at the Salon, as have John 
Gordon Sax ton, Redmond, and Car- 
penter, all deaf-mutes. 

In 1889 honors were awarded to 
Felix Martin, as before related 
( Martin is the author of two statues 
on the facade of the Hotfel de Ville) 
and Choppin, who was awarded a 
medal for Un Vanqueur de la Bastille, 
Another strong worker whose sculp- 
ture is to be seen at the annual 
exhibitions in Paris in Fernand 
Hamar, author of the Rocbj^»TiKf*qu 
statue at Washington. 

For a .strong close to this jim of 
determined workers I reserve the 
name of Douglas Tilden. What 
visitor to the World* s Fair of '93 
docs not recall the Combat with a 
Grizzly? Or that figure of a ball- 
player which stands in Golden Gate 
Park? Docs any San- Franciscan 
need to be told that this athlete of 
America, delighting artist and lay- 
man alike, is by his deaf-mute 
townsman ? It was Tilden whom 
Mayor Phelan selected to do the 
Memorial Fountain which he pre- 
sented to the city. At the St. Louis 
Exposition also Tilden had one of 
the groups. A writer and of bril- 
liant intellect, Douglas Tilden is the 
strongest as well as the ablest of 
the deaf-mute artists of modern 
America.

Among the instances of fanatic 
zeal for country and people the act 
of Charlotte Corday, who was born 
at St. Saturnin, France, July 17th, 
176S, and who was beheaded at 
Paria July 17, 1793, stand.s out in 
tragic force. 

Her childhood and early youth 
were of privation, although she was 
of a noble family. She was educated 
at a convent in Caen and then went 
to live with an aunt in the same old 
town of Normandy. She had a 
Serene and lofty beauty, was tall 
and graceful, and her manner was 
full of dignity 

She spent all her leisure in read- 
ing, and her books were always 
those that related to heroism and 
devotion to country. When the 
revolution broke upon France. 
Charlotte eagerly took up the read- 
ing of politics and public questions. 
When the Girondists were obliged 
to fly from Faris they went to Caen 
and began to hold meetings and 
from plans for future operations* in 
Paris 

The Girondists were the true re- 
publicans and got their name from 
Gironde, as it was the deputies from 
this district that had forqied the Re- 
publican party in the national as- 
sembly. The massacres had terrified 
them and they had tried to stop the 
violent measures in the reign of ter- 
ror. 

Charlotte felt a very madness of en- 
thusiasm as she listened to the fiery 
eloquence of these men who denounc- 
ed Marat. Dan ton and Robespierre 
escaped much of the censure due for 
their share in the frightful work of 
cruelty and death. It was upon 
Marat that the Girondists poured 
tbeir eloquence, for it was he who 
had pursued and ordered the death 
of their leaders in Paris. In the 
depths of her heart a purpose was 
formed to save her people from this 
monster and at any cost to herself. 

Into Charlotte's life a tender and 
respectful love had come to add its 
influence in these days of strange 
tumult and calm purpose. She and 
a young man named Franquelin had 
^>cen writing each other, and she 
had given him her portrait and told 
him that he might at least love that. 
When this lover marched away to 
Paris with the Girondists and the 
neighboring volunteers, she bade 
him a calm farewell, for she knew 
she was going to save him. 

After her execution Franquelin 
went home to his native village in 
Normandy In the tender care of 
his mother he gradually failed, for 
his heart was broken the day his 
love perished. When he came to 
die he requested that Charlotte's por- 
trait and letters he buried with him, 
and his grave holds them sacredly. 

Charlotte t)egan to prepare for her 
journey to Paris and the tragedy she 
had planned. Every effort was 
made to hide the appearance of a 
concealed purpose. When she ar- 
rived at Paris she at once set about 
her plans to find Marat. As a pre- 
paration she went to one of the shops 
of the Palais Royal and bought a 
dagger- shaped knife, paying for it 
60 cents. This she hid in the folds 
of her dress. Her plan had been to 
kill Marat in the very convention 
where she thought the deed would 
bcavenged by killing heron thespot. 
But Marat no longer went to the 
convention. He was ill with a dis- 
ease that was slowly killing him, 
and his body was in a state of dis- 
order and irruption that gave him an 
agony of suffering. He was uncorn 
fortable when in the warm water of 
his bath. He lived on the first floor 
of a house in the Rue des Cordeliers 
and connected with his home were 
all the affairs of his journalist work 
and from here all his pamphlets and 
journals were sent out. 

After writing two letters asking 
for an interview, in which she would 
give him some important news about 
suspected persons, she got no reply. 
Then she took her way to the house, 
insisted that she must sec him, and 
when forbidden entrance by MaratVs 
wife she still urged the imjxjrtanceof 
her errand. Marat heard the sound 
of their voices and shouted out for a 
reason of the noise that lx)thcred him. 
When told it was the woman who 
had twice written him he bade her 
come in. The wife, against her will 
let her pass. 

Marat was in his bath, wrapped 
in an ink-stained sheet, and was 
writing on a board laid across the 
bath. Asking her errand. When 
he had the name of each Girondist 
who was at work in Caen he said 
that in a week they would be brought 
to the guillotine. Then as she 
stood beside the bath she plunged 
the knife into his heart and he died 
with a cry to his wife to come to him. 
Just before her on she 

wrote to the Girondi- ^-n that 

she anticipated ith 

Brutus in the Ki^ after 

her death, and she also wrote tender 
and loving farewell lett^- * ' - 
relatives and friends- 

When she had suffered death the 
executioner lifted up her head by 
the hair and struck it with his fist. 
Just at that moment a gleam of the 
sun so fell upon it that there was the 
effect of a blush on the dead fac«. — 
Boston Glote.
